Ever since our visit to Baalbek on 
our way to Aleppo from Beirut I have 
desired to give our friends some des- 
cription of the ruins there. Most of 
the following information has been 
gleaned from a book on Baalbek py 
Michel M. Alouf, 

Baalbek is famous the world over 
as the best preserved and most won- 
derful ruins in all this Eastern coun- 
try of many ruins, It lies at the 
foot of the Anti-Lébanon mountains 
at an altitude of 3850 feet above sea- 
level. Owing to its advantageous 
position between Tyre and Tadmore 
(Palmyra) it must have been one of 
the busiest centres of commerce in 
Solomon’s great kingdom. 

From the name of the town it is 
evident that it was a “Town of Baal.” 
It is considered one of the most an- 
cient cities of the world, According 
to Arab legends Adam and the patri- 
archs inhabited the country around 
Baalbek. Adam they say lived at 
Damascus and died at Zebadani near 
Baalbek. Also Cain, Abel, Seth, Noah 
and his son Shem lived here. The 
same legend says Cain built Baalbek 
in the year 133 of creation and that 
it was peopled with giants, as only 
giants could have transported such 
building material as is used. Others

assert that the demon Eshmudi was 
the builder as no human being could 
attain such perfection and skill as to 
build such a fine building with such 
enormously large blocks of stone. 
Others believe that Solomon had a 
huge castle built there. The Chris- 
tians of the Orient believe that Sol- 
omon built “The house of the forest 
of Lebanon” at Baalbek, 

After the deat of Solomon the 
Phoenicians conquered the country 
and employed all their skil¥ and art 
in beautifying the temple of Baal and 
thousands of pilgrims crowded the city 
for the sacrifices of Baal. It appears 
incontestable that Baalbek was the 
birthplace of the worship of the sun, 
or, as the Phoenicians have it, of 
Baal. The town was undoubtedly of 
Phoenician origin and the fame of the 
town induced the Romans to build the 
marvelous temples we admire today, 
using the materials employed by the 
Phoenicians to build the primitive 
temples of which no trace remains. 

Earthquakes at various times ‘as 
well as the many wars that took 
place there have caused the buildings 
to fall into ruins, The inhabitans, be- 
cause of the sensual forms of wor- 
ship, bitterly opposed Christianity and 
St. Eudoxia was beheaded in the be- 
ginning of the second century; the 
young actor Gelasimus also was 
stoned to death because while acting 
in the theater he proclaimed his con- 
version to Christianity, 

It seems impossible to give a des- 
cription of the magnificent and mar- 
velous ruins of Baalbek, which is one 
of the most wonderful architectural 
creations of the genius of man. These 
temples, decorated by every kind of 
sculpture, have attracted the admira- 
tion of all ages as much by their ar- 
tistic perfection as by the fact that 
prodigious strength must have been 
employed in their construction. It is 
proclaimed as a masterpiece of Greek 
architecture. In order that the tem- 
ples pe given greater height the Rom- 
ans built them on a lower story of 
vaults and subterraneous passages, 

The great Temple of Jupiter was 
formerly enclosed by 54 Corinthian 
columns, but now only six of these re- 
main standing. With their bases and 
capitals they measure 66 fect in 
height and 7 feet 4 inches in diam- 
eter, The temple is surrounded on 
three sides by a gigantic wall built of 
enormous blocks of stone. The south 
and north walls are formed of nine 
stones only, each measurjng 33 feet 
by 14 feet by 10 feet. On the west 
there are six blocks and above these 
three blocks cach measuring 61 feet 
long, 14 feet high and 12 feet broad 
and weighing about 720 tons each. 
These walls had not been completed 
as there is an immense stone in the 
quarry, about fifteen minutes walk 
away, which was intended for this 
wall, It is 69 feet long, 16 feet wide 
and 14 feet thick, and weighs about 
915 tons, and, though not completely 
detached from the rock, it is hewn 
and squared ready to be placed on the 
wall beside the others. 


The small temple, the Temple of 
Bacchus, is regarded as the finest and 
best preserved temple in Syria. It 
measures 225 feet long, and 110 feet 
wide, and is surrounded on the out- 
side by 42 columns, each being com- 
posed of five enormous blocks of 
stone; these, with the base and cap- 
ital, measure 60 feet in height and 


that even after all these centuries you 
cannot insert a shcet of paper be- 
tween the blocks. Some assert that 
these enormous stones were hoisted in 
position by machines the secret of 
which has been lost. Others main- 
tain that a road was built forming 
an incline fromthe quarry down which 
the stones were taken, but strange to 
say no trace of such a road is found. 
A solution of these problems is per- 
haps to be found in the fact that 
tyrants of those days held in little 
esteem the lives of their slaves and 
captives, 
the circumference near the base is 
18 feet 10 inches. The distance be- 
tween the columns is seven feet, and 
the porch is about ten feet wide. The 
ceiling covering this is made of enor- 
mous slabs covered with sculptures of 
incomparable beauty representing 
many mythological subjects. The 
sides of the door are composed of 
beautifully sculptured blocks repre- 
senting fruits, flowers, ears of corn, 
poppies, vines and bunches of grapes. 
These are only a few of the details 
about this beautiful building and are 
very incomplete, 

How this building was erected is 
the great question. These gigantic 
stones have been placed so accurately
